RESOLUTION OF THANKS. 


Mr. Joseph D. Roberts, one of the commissioners, arose 
and said : 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the convention: 
If the convention will bear with me for a moment I 
have but a word or two to say and that with no 
bearing upon the subject before the convention. 

Mr. Chairman, and gentlemen :—Immediately 
following the fire the duty of securing quarters vot 
only for themselves but for other county oflicers 
devolved upon the county commissioners. After 
looking around for a day or two we were unable to 
find places for clerk of court, register of deeds and 
register of probate in c'ose proximity to their books 
and where they, the books, would be safe from fire. 
Mr. Holland kindly came to our assistance. Not 
only has he furnished us two rooms -that are com- 
fortable and adequate for the present, a vault where 
our papers are as safe as they have been since their 
existence, but has rendered us valuable assistance 
in furnishing rooms and steam to dry our papers. 
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Now, gentlemen, this act is a commendable one. 
It should receive the approbation of every citizen 
in Strafford county. Itis certainly appreciated by 
every one of the county officers. The act of itself 
is a noble, generous and kindly one. It is charac- 
teristic of the man, of the men under him and of 
the company they honestly and conscientiously 
represent. Now I hope this convention, sometime 
during the day will pass a resolution or series of 
resolutions commending this act of courtesy and 
kindness, that the same be placed on file and be- 
come part of the county records.

COMMISSIONERS REPORT, 











The Commissioners of the County of Strafford hereby 
submit their annual report for the year ending May 1, 1889, 
together with the reports of the Superintendent of the Coun- 
ty Farm, Chaplain, Sheriff, Physician, Jailer, Solicitor, 
Treasurer, Auditor, and Clerk of Supreme Court. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE COUNTY. 


The expenses in nearly every department have materially 
increased during the year. By vote of the county delega- 
tion the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) was 
appropriated for the new jail. This sum was borrowed of 
the Strafford Bank at four and one-fourth per cent. We 
have p id twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) of last year’s 
notes. Five hundred dollars ($500) of six per cent. and ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) of four per cent., due Dec. 1, 
1888, have been redeemed. A similar sum of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000) at four per cent., is due Dec. 1, 1889. 


COURT HOUSE. 


It did seem that with the build:ng of the jail and a large 
increase in our covrt expenses on account of the two murder 
tria's, we had reached a climax 11 our expenses. But fire 
has turned us out of the building we ovcupied for our court 
and county offices, and we are obliged to build a new _ build- 
ing for county purposex. The county delegation has appro- 
priated the sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) and 
Dover has again responded cheerfully and given « lot for the 
building valued at ten thousand dollars ($10,000). Pians 
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and specifications have been adopted. By June 1, it is 
expected to have the contracts signed. 


JAIL. 


The county delegation appropriated the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000) and the proceeds from sale 
of old jail, the same having been sold for four thousand five 
hundred dollars ($4,500) making a total of twenty-nine 
thousand five hundred dollars ($29,500). Of that sum bills 
tu the amount of about twenty-eight thousand five hundred 
dollars ($28,500) have been paid, leaving us nearly one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) to grade up the lot, etc. Three 
hundred dollars ($300) ought to do this work. 


PAUPERS OFF THE FARM. 


There has been an increase in the support of this depart- 
ment. We anticipate a still larger increase for the coming 
year. A. large majority of our selectmen and overseers of 
the poor are capable and discreet in caring for this class of 
the unfortunate ; others care only for what they can make 
out of the business and by so doing, neither the poor or the 
county get an equivalent for money expended. 


COUNTY FARM. 


The heating apparatus at the farm, both in the main house 
and at the asylum were so completely worn out that it was 
impossible to use them longer. We have put into the asylum 
a thirty horse tubular boiler with circulating pipes through- 
out the building and a forty horse tubular boiler and _ larger 
main pipes in the wain building. The expense of both 
boilers, including piping and labor was about twenty-two 
hundred dollars ($2,200). The cow barn has been shingled, 
cistern under tool house bricked up and cemented, lightning 
rods on asylum zepaired, and much done t improve the 
general appearance of the institution. Mr. and Mrs. Stiles 
as superintendent and matron, are filling their position very 
acceptably All of those under them are faithful to their 
several positions.

A large part of the inmates were brought to the farm on 
account of sickness, so that all the time there are a great 
many who need constant care and treatment. 

Most of the sicknes~ is chronic trouble with which the 
inmates are suffering when committed. Measles have been 
prevalent, also whooping cough. Asid2 from these the 
sickness has been common troubles such as coughs, colds, 
diarrhoea, indigestion, etc. 

There have been no deaths from acute diseases. Con- 
sumption seems to be the most frequent cause of death. Also 
many have died of old age. 

There have been about the usual number of birhs. Twins 
greeted us in one ease of chi'd birth. 

I consider the sanitary vondition of the buildings excellent.
